HEADMASTER'S FOREWORD - PATROL 
1981. 


My foreword last year recognised that we faced many uncertainties and 
changes but that we would face these undaunted and with the optimism which 
I believe is the mark of youth and those who work with them. It also 
expressed the hope that those who had it in their power to wring charges 
would recognise the value of our contribution to education in its fullest 
sense, 


Throughout the year we have seen inundated with applicants seeking places 
long since filled and trying to cope with them has become a time consuming, 
part of our routine, but it has meant that the school has always been full. 


The year has been a generally successful one with the inevitable reverses in 
some areas being well compensated for in others, But the steady erosion of 
our staff with the loss of some well-established and highly regarded teachers 
has been a constant worry not only for itself, but because there seems little 
prospect of the trend being arrested, let alone reversed. Despite this, the 
general tone of the school and the continuing programme of development and 
improvement generously assisted by a vigorous P.T.A. was well in accord with 
our determination to look positively to the future, The record established by 
Old Wilsonians also testifies to the success of the school since its foundation 
forty-two years ago. 


Consequently, the sudden edict in mid-September that the school was to close, 
and its staff and pupils be dispersed, was a rude shock to us all, The 
subsequent reversal of the order was a victory for good sense and the 
diplomacy of our Advisory Council to whose efforts the school owes its 
continued existence. The disciplined and dignified behaviour of the school 
in its time of trial and unfaltering continuation of its daily life gave 
cause for pride and were in the very best traditions of our heritage and a 
magnificent indication that our motto is no empty phrase, It was also a 
splendid justification, if such is needed, of the value to the school of those 
associations of dedicated friends, advisors and parents, the School Advisory 
Council and the P.T.A. 


Nevertheless, the incident was a major setback for the school and it will 
take all our determination and resourcefulness to recover our equilibrium 
fully. 


A school is above all a place for youth and the young at heart and now, 
having passed our time of testing with flying colours, we must again look 
steadfastly where our young men look - to the future,

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1981 - School Play - The Fantasticks 


Following the success we enjoyed last year with our award-winning production of 
'The Life and Death of Almost Everybody' it was decided that it was about time 
that Allan Wilson ventured to put on a musical. 


Producer Barry Park was dismayed when he was told of the plan but decided to 
‘have a bash at it’. Not being one for doing anything conventional, he chose to 
direct Jones and Smith's acclaimed 'parable about love’, 'The Fantasticks’, which is 
the longest-running production in American theatre history. 


Casting was difficult. Few boys had had any singing experience and as for those 
who could dance - well - that was expecting just a little too much! Undaunted, 
Barry Park chose his cast of seven boys and a girl and set about putting them 
through their paces, 


As producer of the show, he soon discovered that he was singing teacher, set- 
builder, choreographer, lighting organizer, musical-director and so on, all rolled 
into one. He was lucky to have the talents of Howard Balmer at his disposal, when 
the scores arrived from America, Howard turned the unintelligible squiggles and 
dots into tuneful melodies that the producer had never heard before, The 
versatile Howard (piano, percussion, xylophone and glockenspiel) patiently tried 
to produce the sounds the director demanded and led his ensemble (Gary Swanepoel 
at the piano, Ian Watson at the organ and Jane Laurie and Andrew Haarhoff on 
guitars) with great skill. 

Mrs, Maureen Delaney was persuaded to put her skills as a trained piano teacher 
to use and her musical knowledge was a great help to the singers and musicians, 


Slowly but surely, the show began to take shape. Mrs. Robyn Horsfall collected 
strange items of clothing while Mrs, Judy Bowles choreographed the hilarious 
dance sequences that were to become so memorable. The simple, but effective set 
was built, properties collected and the lighting for the show designed. Before we 
realised it, preview night was upon us, 


Then disaster struck. Russell Green, who was playing the part of Hucklebee, had a 
motor-cycle accident on the way to the performance and found himself in 
hospital. The Charity Preview was cancelled and spirits were low. The producer 
decided that 'the show must go on' and spent the next day learning the part 
himself and was ready for the opening performance that night - very nervous and 
rather exhausted after a full day's acting, singing and dancing. 


The show went like a bomb and the audience loved it. The actors performed as 
they had never done before and the band backed them superbly. The special 
effects and lights worked perfectly and everything jelled to make a 'never-to-be- 
forgotten’ evening. 
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The following performances were equally successful and we enjoyed a very 
complimentary adjudication from the National Theatre Organisation 
representative, Greta Muir, at the last performance, Extracts from her report 
follow: 


"The musicians for this show were excellent. The combination of the instruments 
was very well chosen and the playing was outstandingly good. There was in the 
ensemble piano, organ, two guitars and percussion, which included xylophone and 
glockenspiel. The ensemble gave full support to the singers, but also provided 
very tasteful background music which helped to set and sustain the mood of some 
of the scenes, The music which portrayed the passing of time was composed by the 
members of the ensemble and is to be especially recommended for its loyalty to 
the style of the composer of the show." 


"The Narrator, the Boy and the Girl fell short of the vocal requirements of their 
parts, All three, however, when they were singing in the middle range of voice, 
made some very good sounds indeed. The Fathers and the actors 'put over' their 
numbers very well. They had, for the most part, stronger voices, but did not 
require to have melodious sounds, just the ability to get the song over in 
character, which they did extremely well". 

Robert Hetem as El Gallo, the Narrator, was visually very good. He was tall and 
striking and had all the swagger one should expect. His singing was rather weak ... 
but he did have some good sounds" 


Linda Black as Luisa was visually well cast and acted very well. She put over the 
character very well and very sincerely. She upheld the character throughout the 
play and there was a good contrast of pathos and humour in her scenes, In Act II 
Luisa was definitely the star and pulled out all the stops necessary for a 
convincing performance." 


"I was very impressed with Deane Halfpenny as the Boy, Matt. He was sincere and 
likeable and very agile in his moves, especially in the dance-like steps 
themselves, He shone brightly in Act II. Vocally, his songs were weak, but like El 
Gallo, he did produce some good sounds, The interpretation of his songs was good." 


"Barry Park, the producer, played Matt's Father, Hucklebee, with great flair and I 
thoroughly enjoyed his performance in every way." 


Steven Wallace as Luisa's Father, Bellamy, "sang and acted well. Visually, he was 
very good and he moved Well and played his part with great enthusiasm and 
conviction." 


"The Mute," played by Robert Harris, "was admirably played and he did not miss a 
cue for a prop or for an action on the stage." He did appear "too casual in his 
first two exits" but apart from that, his part was excellent; unobtrusive, yet 
always there when needed." 


The Actors, Henry and Mortimer, played by Shaun Durkin and Eric White 
respectively, "had excellent entry and from the first moment, Henry's character 
came over and so did all his words all the time. This was a very good portrayal of 
an ‘actor' and I loved this performance in all its aspects. Mortimer - a much 
smaller role - was also extremely well-played and was the perfect foil for Henry." 
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There was one basic set throughout in accordance with the suggestions of the 
writer of 'The Fantasticks’, The various small changes which had to be made as the 
plot progressed were extremely well done, and was entirely acceptable to the 
audience, who had to use quite a bit of imagination in order to understand all 
they saw and heard. The style of the show was rather like that of 'Godspell' with 
the set already in view when one enters the auditorium, The Allan Wilson set was 
very good." 


"The use of lighting was always complimentary to the scene and to the action on 
stage, The colours varied from pale blue to darker blue and from pink to red, It 

helped the mood of the scenes being played and was used on backcloth/cyclorama 

only with spots bringing out the features and expressions of the characters, The 
orchestra were always silhouetted against it, but never obtruded." 


"Props were first class and were well-used by all the characters, Costumes were 
also first class, without a fault anywhere in dress or wig." 


"I cannot praise this production too highly. It was completely faithful to the 
writer's intentions, and it was presented with great taste and sincerity. Full use 
was made of this particular type of production and characters and the staging 
were used and directed to the best possible advantage, The inclusion of the 
audience by the characters was successful in all cases and one found oneself 
fully involved. The play was a very good team effort and I highly commend this 
production for its sincerity and imagination and flair." 


This production was one of the contenders for the Best Technical Production

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LORD OF THE FLIES 


Mr. Barry Park decided that the school had not seen enough drama in 1981 and 
offered to produce an adaptation of William Golding's 'Lord of the Flies' in the 
third term, using a cast comprising forms one and two boys, The response was 
fantastic, Over seventy boys attended the auditions and an enthusiastic cast of 
thirty was chosen, 


Initial rehearsals were slow and tedious but once lines and moves had been learnt 
and remembered things began to move smoothly. A huge set had been built outside 
the hall during the holidays and loads of sand and plants soon converted the 
quadrangle into a very believable 'tropical island' complete with realistic 
mountains, 


The production was not without its problems, One of the leads dropped and was 
replaced, and then a week before opening night another replacement had to be 
found, Richard Tasker is to be highly commended for stepping so valiantly into 
the part of 'Piggy' at the last moment and saving the play. Having no knowledge 
whatsoever of the play, he learnt the whole part in six days and performed 
splendidly, acting with such tremendous stage presence and confidence that he 
inspired the rest of the cast to work as they had never done before. 


William Law reluctantly accepted the part of Ralph and was initially retiring 
and ill-at-ease, He soon gained confidence and made a very suitable Ralph - one 
with whom the audience easily identified and sympathised. We hope that this will 
not be the last time that he ‘treads the boards' as he has proved that he is a very 
capable actor, 


Ricky Doran, who hails from London, was confident and commanding from the very 
first rehearsal, His cockney accent, vibrant voice and strong stage presence made 
him a Jack who will not easily be forgotten, His turning to savagery was totally 
believable and the audience soon hated him for his cruelty and lack of feeling 
that he displayed. 


The rest of the cast changed convincingly before our eyes from a disciplined 
bunch of schoolboys into a 'pack of painted savages' during the course of the play. 
Although initially bewildered by the number of entrances and exits from four 
corners of the 'auditorium' and by the collection of props and changes of costume, 
they soon became familiar with the play - so much so that it was only Mrs, Cowan's 
long stake that prevented them from throwing sand in each other's eyes and 
playing games among the school buildings in the large area that was ‘off-stage’, It 
is amazing how long it takes to round up a bunch of juniors once they have 'made 
an exit' into the vast, dark school grounds! 


Mrs, Cherry Cowan made a marvellous props-mistress, very suited to the nature of 
the play as she is a biology teacher. Not many props-mistresses wouldn't bat an 
eyelid when asked to collect live lizards, dead pigs and firewood and to sprinkle 
stage-blood liberally over almost everything! It became a family affair as Mr. 
Andy Cowan couldn't live without her at home and joined the crew as a sound 
operator. 
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Mrs. Robyn Horsfall, though on leave during the week of the production, postponed 
her holiday so that she could be in charge of costumes, With little outside help, 
she begged, borrowed and stole thirty school uniforms of various shapes, sizes and 
colours, ripped up old clothes to turn them into improvised loin cloths and 
organized 'head-dress making’ sessions during which the boys made the weird and 
wonderful primitive head-dresses that they wore in the final scenes of the play. 
She couldn't believe at the end of the play that each and every one of the pieces 
of borrowed clothing were returned - a little torn and stained perhaps - safely to 
her arms, 


Mr. Julian Sturgeon didn't know what he let himself in for when he agreed to be 
‘stage manager' - for after all there wasn't even a stage! He soon found that he had 
to build and paint the mountain, find exotic plants and plant and tend then, riq 
up backdrops and flats as masking, control a bunch of excitable juniors, let off 
explosions and do a hundred and one other chores that he will never forget! Mr. 
Sturgeon was a stage manager we will never forget - because of his untiring hard 
work, his enthusiasm and his cheerful relationship with his team of sweating 
young labourers, 


Mr. Doug Stephens managed to borrow a set of lights that we wished belonged to us, 
and assisted by Miss Yow Hunt, and lit the play very effectively creating effects 
of raging fires and flashing lightning as well as providing distinct areas of 
lighting as the scenes moved from beach to forest to mountain, 


Much of the atmosphere in the play was created by the sound of the sea, or of 
insects in the jungle or of wind whistling on top of the mountain. Mr. Chris Blake 
and Mr, Andy Cowan sat in an upstairs classroom with their helpers sweating over 
tape-recorders that never stopped running, creating blasts of military music, 
claps of thunder, crackles of fire and over forty other varied sound effects, Both 
are now qualified as professional sound operators! 


So many people helped with this production and each and every one of them was a 
very necessary member of the team - from the 'garden - tenders' and scenery 
painters to the ‘electrical engineers' and ushers - all performed in a way we can 
all be proud of. 


The production also saw the first supper-theatre ever held at Allan Wilson - or 
probably at any school in Salisbury for that matter. Preceding the Saturday night 
performance, a team of talented caterers laid on a splendid three-course tropical 
dinner with Hawaiian music playing and jos-sticks perfuming the candle-lit air. 
It was a meal never-to-be-forgotten! People are still wondering what it was that 
made the Papete Delight so delightful! We are all looking forward hungrily toa 
repeat of this type of entertainment. 


‘Lord of the Flies' was indeed a show to be remembered - for the problems - during 
the rehearsals that nearly caused the cancellation of the play - for the things 
that hilariously wrong on opening night - for the chilling atmosphere of the 
final scenes of the play - and for the tremendous success 

that the play eventually was, Let us hope that it will be the first of many 
successful junior productions,

THE JUNIOR SCIENCE CLUB 


Open to boys in forms I and II, the club meets weekly on a Tuesday afternoon, The 
membership varies - like most of the smaller extra mural activities, the club 
suffers when boys have to play in teams against other schools, or even practices 
for such matches: cricket, rugby, athletics - you name it! Nevertheless, it has a 
sound core of 8 or 10 boys who would not miss meetings for anything it seems. We 
concentrate on the sort of experiments that the boys themselves want to do - 
barring, of course, the making of bombs, whether explosive or merely smelly. The 
range is wide. We. have made soap from start to finish, cooking oil and caustic 
soda at the beginning, salting out in the middle and making blue cakes of toilet 
soap smelling faintly of almonds - and these actually lather without taking the 
skin off you! We have been investigating simple techniques for identifying 
valuable minerals using dilute acids, flame tests, charcoal block tests etc. We 
have shown that green plants can be a valuable source of iron in the food by 
actually identifying the iron in them by chemical tests and spotting the presence 
of calcium and of sulphur into the bargain, Smells? Nitrobenzene for almond 
essence - the club can make this. Dyes - orange to yellow and dreadfully 
permanent on skin and football togs - these too the boys can make using a bit of 
sixth form diazonium work, Extracting the rare and costly orange oil from old 
citrus skins by steam distillation can be done while getting electricity from a 
grapefruit is easy - or even getting it out of your son, Bangs? Yes, we do have a 
few - intentional - under control and you don't get material or lethal knowhow to 
take home with you, And we even have fun with the extraordinary properties of a 
Mobius strip... interested?
